We have sull another question in this
ganvans whosn gravity, I fear,bns not been
1ully app:eciated, Bumptuary legislation ia
A poculinrly dangerous aggression upon the
resorved rights of the poeople, because it
always nppears in the guise of morality,
aud like raligions persecution, promises Lo
muke us better by forse. It deprives men
of their liberty on tlie theory that they
are upflt to enjoy it, and that the govern-
ment will direct their porsonal eonduet,
in matters not alfeoting  their veighbors,
and regulate their appetites, their eatiug,
drinking and dressing, much more wisely
than they can do it for themselves., 'This
